OLYMPIA - Gov. Chris Gregoire released today the following statement 
regarding the passage of SB 5073, concerning the use of medical cannabis: 

"I realize the value that medical marijuana has for patients and support the voter- 
approved initiative. I also agree with the intent of the Legislature to clarify 
ambiguity surrounding search and arrest as well as concerns around dispensaries 
and access. We need to create a system that works. 

"I asked the Legislature to work with me on a bill that does not subject state 
workers to risk of criminal liability. I am disappointed that the bill as passed does 
not address those concerns while also meeting the needs of medical marijuana 
patients. 

"I will review the bill to determine any parts that can assist patients in need without 
putting state employees at risk. No state employee should have to break federal law 
in order to do their job."
